China) Feb. 9.— Grain distribution to 


| the famine sufferers began December 


30. The soup kitchen closed Decem- 
ber 26. The stock of clothing sent 
from Manila nearly all has been dis- 
tributed. We are now feeding 7500 
people. 

There has been a fairly heavy fall 
of snow so that the spring wheat is 
covered and the poor people are un- 
able to gather that food and there 
are no leaves on the trees and no 
weeds left for food. Reports are 
received daily of persons frozen or 
starved to death. 

The doomed throng at my doors 
daily and have to be sent away with 
kind words but no food. My day is 
spent almost entirely in interview- 
ing deputations of starving women 
who are sometimes conducted by the 
city elders or their village elders. 

SAME STORY. 
. Three such parties arrived while 
I was trying to take my lunch today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.— The 
White House grounds and the lower 
floor of the White House are to be 
thrown open to t public as soon 
as President-elect Harding assumes 
office. Restoration of conditions 
which existed before the war, in- 
s0-far as the White House is con- 
cerned, has been assured and the 
director of public buildings and 
grounds is preparing for the open- 
ing of the hite House gates and 
doors which have been barred since 
the spring of 1917. 

Beautifying the grounds according 
to plans approved by Mrs. Harding 
already has been undertaken. 

More than 6000 pansies of varied 
and radiant hues have been planted 
in the north and the south grounds. 
Hundreds of tulips have also 
been set out. The rose garden, which 
was one of the innovations of the 
Wilson regime, will be enlarged. 
Upward of 20,000 bulbs were boxed 
for early flowering and there will 
be a wealth of iris, peonies and rich 
flowers. 

Meanwhile those in charge of the 
White House conservatories are try- 
ing for floral productions, that will 
surpass those of we past year.

With- 
in the first three days of our grain 
distribution I found that the village 
elders were exacting fees from the 
chosen few. Just wait a little while. 
They shall receive their just reward. 

The general condition of the fam- 
ine sufferers is more easily imagined 
than described. For several years 
they have had to do without buy- 
i clothes, for they. could not get 

en enough to eat. Many of them 
are literally in raga. Such garments 
as they wear are of the thinnest 
description and few can boast of the 
wadded winter clothes.

‘Head of Medical Association Presents Physicians’ 


Side of Question Which Now Occupies 
Mach Public Attention.

~ The Medical Practice Act does not 
require that applicants for a drus- 
less practitioner certificate,” which 
includes the chiropractors, shall have 
studied the following subjects re- 
quired of applicants for a physician 
and surgeon certificate: Embryology, 
advanced chemistry, advanced bac- 
teriology, materia medica, pharmac- 
ology and therapeutics, dermatology 
(skin diseases) and spyhilis, general 
medicine, gqito-urinary 
nervous and mental diseases, pedia- 
tries (children’s diseases,) laryng- 
ology, otology, rhinology, ophthalm- 
ology, surgery and surgical diagnosia. 
orthopedic surgery~ electrotherapy, 
"X-ray, radiography, herapy 
and jurisprudence. 

Study of the follwing basic sub- 
jects is required o both groups of 
applicants: Ana) omy, histolog- 
elementary chemist,y and toxicology, 
physiology. elemenjary bacteriology, 
hygiene, pathology, diagnosis, gynec- 
and obstetrica The “drugieszs”’ 
applicants, instead “physical ther- 
apy.” required of physician and 
surgeon applicants are required to 
have studied “manipulative and 
mechanical ther ap,“ a subdivision 
of physical therapy, Sut a very much 
more extended course than that re- 
quired of regular icians. In all 
other subjects a stidy of which is 
required of both groups, (excepting 
the subjects of gyyecology and ob- 
stetrics,) the extent and duration of 
instruction required is considerably 
fess for the ‘“drusfless certificate” 
than for the “physician and surgeon 
certificate.” Most of the courses re- 
quired of the drugiegs applicant are 
rather elementary. 

The Medical, Prac-jce Act requires 
that an applicant or a — 
certificate’ shall have had (1) a 
Preliminary educatiun equivalent to 
four years of high school and (2) 
@ course of inst ructica of 2000 hours 
in the above specifle l scientific sub- 
jecta. The examining board further 
stipulates that the st.dy of 4natomy 
shall include dissection. 

An applicant for a “physician and 
surgeon certificate,” on the other 
hand, shali have hed’ (1) a pre- 
liminary education equivalent to 
four years of high school plus at

|. grade in each of the subjects of 
physics, chemistry and biology, an 
(2) a course of instruction of 4000 
hours in specified scientific subjects. 

The chiropractic initiative meas- 
ure eliminated the preliminary high 
echool education and provided for 
mo preliminary educational qualif- 
Seations, and it eliminated dissection 
in the study of anatomy. 

The chiropractors claim that they 
Gre not permitted by the so-called 
“medical trust to stand an examina- 
tion for a license. The Board of Med- 
Jen Examiners must obey the law. 
and it must refuse examination to 


those who refuse to meet the re- 


quired educational qualifications. As 
practically all chiropractors refuse 
to stand the discipline of a reason- 
Able education and their schools do 
mot meet with the requirements, 
practically all of them are disquali- 
fed and their schoos are not ap- 
proved by the State Board of Ex- 
aminers. The chiropractors refuse, 
therefore, to abide by the reasonable 
provisions of the law which they are 
trying to annul by essault. Over 
- $00 of them are now violating it in 
Califcrnia. 

The Medical Practie Act provides 
any school should de disapproved 
by the board or any applicant for 
examination rejected sy it, then such 
school so disapprovei or such ap- 
cant so rejected may commence 
an action in the Saperior Court 
against said board compel the 
board to approve such school or to 
Sam such applicant to examina- 
tion or for any other appropriate 


No such action has been brought 
ty the chiropractors, who, during 
the last campaign advanced the 
specious and absurd excuse that thev 


would not receive fair play because 
the medical board conjtrois the court. 

The chiropractors claim that the 
medical board as constituted is not 
competent to examine chiropractors. 
aniThe board does not pretend to ex- 
amine them in “chiropractic.” The 
Medical Practice Act requires drug- 
less schools to give 260 hours of in- 
struction in “manipulative and me- 
chanical therapy.” The board ex- 
amines applicants in basic subjects, 
(not including manipulative and me- 
chanical therapy) and if they pass. 
turns them loose with but half the 
regular education to practice chiro- 
practic or whatever: other limited 
therapeutic measure they consider a 
Panacea for human ills. But even 
this half education seems too much 
for the chiropractors. 

Instead of bringing their schools 
up to reasonable educational stand- 
ard, and then coming before the 
board, or the court, if they do not 
consider themselves fairly treated, 
the chiropractors are attempting to 
win under the banner of their 
slogan — “advertising, persecution, 
victory.” 

A writer in Fountain News, page 
4. No, 34-35, published by the Palm- 
er Schoo! of Chiropractic, says: “Let 
he Legislature e its laws and 
the medical board try te enforce 
them. Give me the newspaper space. 
Give me publicity, and they can 
have all else, and we will cop the 
verdicts of the juries.” | 

This is a striking demonstration 
of the spirit of anarchy, expressing 
itself through modern methods of 
propaganda. However, although 
Fountain News declared during the 
campaign, “California is now busted 
wide open.” the majority of the peo- 
ple in the State were not deceived, 
nor would they be In Los Angeles 
county could they but know the 
facts.

The scientific method has become 
It is too late for the west 
to forbid the east to apply western ideas 
to the problem of military strength be- 
cause one of the leading world powers is 
in the Orient and fully armed. 

Since the two factors which counterbal- 
anced the numerical weakness of the west 
and made it triumphant over a period of 
two centuries have passed or are passing 
to the Orient, where must the west look 
for a way in which to maintain its difficult 
role of world arbiter in spite of the tend- 
ency of heretofore decisive factors to 
strike a balance between east and west? 

Administrative efficiency is the only 
thing which will make it possible for the 
west to be dominant in the future, the im- 
mediate future as well as the more dis- 
tant. Governmental finance stands at the 
very center of the administrative problem. 
At the present time the west is attempt- 
ing to govern the world under the most 
wasteful financial system which has pre- 
vailed since a similar administrative col- 
lapse brought the Roman Empire to ruin 
in spite of its still powerful army. 

One illustration will show how the cost 
issue is met by east and west as applied 
to military matters. It costs three times 
as much to maintain a soldier in Europe 


up vitality because its governments are 
out of all proportion to their benefits. It 
may as well honestly admit the fact that 
it cannot emerge victoriously from the 
new competitive test between the west and 
the east unless it learns to travel with less 
impedimenta, with less waste motion. Of 
the justly renowned British army it was 


equal to only half of its ration strength. 


Probably the other nations of the west 
could not show on an average 35 per cent 
bayonet strength 1s against ration strength, 
which is but to say fighting strength as 


has 80 per cent bayonet strength on a ra- 
tion basis of 100 per cent. The wasteful- 
ness of the administrative machinery of 
the west alongside that of the east would 
be even more pronounced if the cost of 
departments other than those dealing with 
war were contrasted.

[Pur pesert TO WORK. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


WASHINGTON (b. c Feb. 4.— 
There are over two million acres of 
desert and unproductive land in five 


Western States, which are at pres- 
ent of practicaliy no value to uny- 
ene. This land not only produces 
neither food nor taxes, bul it 480 
a burden to the railroads, which 
are torced to cross the desert wastes 
between East and West without 
gaining either freight or passengers. 

At the same time there are in 
these regions great streams, which 
are almost as useless as the deserts. 
Some of them irrigate little patches 
here and there, but most of their 
waters go to waste, and all of the 
great power which those ‘waters 
gather in their descent from the 
mountains goes to waste. 

Now this country is suffering from 
too much money, from overproduc- 
tion, and m consequent unem- 
ployment. And the number of un- 
employed is being constantly swol- 
len by immigrants. | 

Why not let the United States gov- 
ernment gather these idle men and 
put them to work damming these 
streams, capturing their power, ir- 


rigating the waste lands, making 
farms the men who are out of 
work? 


This question former Secretary of 
the Interior Franklin K. Lane puts 
to the American people. Mr. Lane, 
since hig retirement from the Cabi- 
net, has been the vice-president of 
an oil company. But he has by no 
means renounced that interest in 
the development of the public do- 
main which brought him into the 
Cabinet. He u a systematic 
reclamation of the arid lands of the 
West as a means of providing re- 
turning soldiers with farms. A com- 
plete and detailed Pan was offered 
Congress, but Congress was too busy 
to attend to it. Now Secretary Lane 
points out again the great opportu- 
nity that le waiting in the West, and 
how it may be taken advantage of 
in such a way as to relieve the 
stress of threatened hard times. 

What he offers is again a com- 
plete and well-considered plan. The 
objection will be offered that a peo- 
ple overburdened by taxes resulting 
from à great war is not in a posi- 
tion to undertake an enormous pub- 
lic work, whatever its value. Mr. 
Lane replies that this work can be 
financed by a tax-free bond issue, 
with the farmlands and the power 
which the project will produce, as 
a security. 

Mr. Lane says that anybody can 
figure the advantages of a reclama- 
tion project, because the proposi- 
tion u so clear and simple. Here 
are one million acres of land, a 
little owned by individuals, some 
by the States, some by Indian res- 
ervations, most by the United States, 
and. some by the three railroads that 
run through the desert country. 
Taken as a whole the land is worth 
5 to 50 cants an acre as it is now. 

Practical engineers, skilled at this 
kind df work. have estimated con- 
servatively that they can build three 
dams and power plants on the Colo- 
rado River, which runs through this 
country, and make available enough 
water to irrigate all of this desert 
million acres, and at the same time 
produce over one million horsepower 
in electrical energy. The cost of 
the whole operation is estimated at 
from $50,000,000 to $80,000,000. 

Because of the many different in- 
terests involved, Mr. Lane does not 
feel that this could be accomplished 
by private enterprise. He says that 
it is essentially a public work, and 
that is where his bond issue plan 
comes in, 

The railroads and the municipali- 
ties near the desert are in the mar- 
ket for all the power as soon as 
developed. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroa has proved 
the immense advantages of using 
electrical power in the propulsion 
of its trains. The results are known 
to the officials of all the railroads 
that cross the desert lands. They 
would be poor business men not to 
buy all the hydroelectric energy 
they can use. They want to do so. 

Mr. Lane feels sure that there 
could be made a general bond, cov- 
ering the urity of the improved 


land at about $60 an acre (about 


one-fourth the current price of fair 


irriga land.) and the contracts of 
the proposed power users, mak- 
ing a bond something like 


the present farm loan bonds. As in 
the case of the farm loan bonds the 
national government would add its 
backing and indorsement. The bonds 
should be free from taxation be- 
cause they are to be used to create

While Mr. Lane was Secretary ot 


the Interior he had a conference 
with some of the largest bankers 
and bond dealers in the country, to 
ascertain their views on his project 
of providing farms for the returned 
soldiers. These distributors of se- 
curities told Mr. Lane that a half 
billion dollars worth of tax free 
bonds, paying 3% per cent, could be 
a rbed at once. Mr. Lane thinks 
this equally true of the reclamation 
project bonds on the plan he has 
outlined. 

Mr. Lane points to the Roosevelt 
Dam and the resulting irrigation of 
nearly two hundred thousand acres 
of land, besides the production of 
over two hundred thousand horse- 
power in electrical energy. The 
farmer is now paying less than $4 
per acre per year for the water he 
uses on his land and he has water 
when he wants it. The city of Phoe- 
nix and its people are getting cheap 
electric light and power and so are 
the smaller cities throughout the 
region. And the result of these suc- 
cessful workings is that the whole 
undertaking will be fully paid for 

these earnings before it is all 
due, and that thereafter the farmer 
will get his water for irrigation 
free, because the power revenue will! 
be more than enough to meet all 
the operation expenses and re 
ments. 

Before the water came te them 
the lande that now receive water 
from the Roosevelt Dam were most- 
ly worthless desert. Now they are 
valued et from $200 per acre up- 
ward. Under the cotton-growing 
excitement last year, some of the 
Balt River farms sold above $700 


per acre. 

“If the only purpose of develop- 
ing these lands was to add to our 
arable territory, and to increase the 
wealth and productivity of the 
United States, it would still be a 
splendid business for the govern- 
ment,” save Mr. Lane. “But it means 
also that thousands of citizens will 
be made independent workers, con- 
tributing handsomely to the general 
welfare, without any cost to the na- 
tional government. It would seem 
to be our imperative duty to get 
started at once and get some of the 


idlers out of the cities to work on | 
these projects.”

Further pressure of public opin- 
ion against the proposal to revoke 
the official permit given by the city 
to Bullock's to build a bridge struc- 
ture over St. Vincent’s Place was 


brought to bear yesterday in reso- 
lutions addressed to the City Coun- 
cil by the Business Men's Co-opera- 
tive Association, the board of direc- 
tors of the Retail Shoe Dealers’ As- 
sociation and the directors of. the 
Building Material Dealers’ Credit 
Association, 

These resolutions ere in Une with 
others already forwarded to the 
Council by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Re- 
tail Dry Goods’ Association, the Ad- 
vertising Club and the Executive 
Committee of the Wholesale Dry 


| Goods Association, and add mate- 


rial weight to the opposition being 
met by the Examiner in its attempt 
to use the city government to coerce 
local merchants into advertising in 
the Hearst publications. 

“It is the sense of the. Business 
Men's Co-operative Association,” say 
the resolutions adopted by that 
body, “that, providing that it ap- 
pear, upon investigation, that both 
the City Council and Bullock's, a 
corporation, acted in good faith and 
with full disclosure of all the facts 
with reference to the kind and 
character of structure or building 
to be constructed, the City Council 
do not revoke said permit, in view 
of the expenditure of money being 
made and the fact that an equity 
runs in favor of Bullock's because 
of the original granting of said per- 
mit and the period of time which 
has since elapsed.” 

he resolutions of the Retail Shoe 

lers’ Association say: “It is the 
sense of the Retail Shoe Dealers’ 
Association of Los Angeles that the 
Honorable City Council should take 
— — tending to rescind the per- 
mit.” 

Taking all point out of one of the 
chief and most often reiterated ar- 
guments of the Examiner on the 
matter, City Attorney Stephens will 
send to the City Council this morn- 
ing an opinion, requested by that 
body, in which he will state that 
the city cannot exact a charge for 
the use of the space over St, Vin- 
cent’s Place by Bullock's for a con- 
necting structure.

ART HEARING. 

That Mayor Snyder and the mem- 
bers of the City Council were fully 
cognizant in September, 1919, of the 
intention of Bullock’s to bulld a 
ten-story connecting unit between its 
Broadway and Hill-street structures 
was stated yesterday by S. F. Me- 
Farlane, attorney for the store, at 
a hearing given by the Municipal 
Art Commission on the application 
of the company for approval of its 
Plaus. The Council after hearings 
given by its safety committee en- 


acted an ordinance granting the 
necessary permission. 
“Bullock's proceeded in good 


faith,” said Attorney McFarlane. 
“and took all the steps we believed 
were necessary. I apologize to the 
Art Commission for the uninten- 
tional error we made in overlooking 
the charter requirement that the 
plans be submitted for approval to 
this board. We ask now that these 
plans be given the approval of the 
commission.” 

The commission will consider the 
Plans next Wednesday morning and 
it is believed that a majority of Its 
members will vote ther in favor of 
approving of the structure. 

Commissioner F. W. Blanchard at 
yesterday's meeting said: | 

IN CGHICAGO, 

“It seems evident that Bullock's 
proceeded in good faith in its ef- 
forts to build a connection betweep 
parts of its stores in order to create 
one great establishment. They have 
spent a great deal of money and I 
do not see any good reason for stop- 
bing this work. What Bullock's 
is doing is common in other large 
cities, for example in Chicago, where 
Marshal! Field & Co., in order to ex- 
pand and at the same time remain 
at their established location, were 
given permission by the city to build 
over alleys.” 

The minutes of former meetings 
of the Municipal Art Commission, 
at which President John W. Mitch- 
ell of the body launched his drive 
against Bullock's which has been 
capitalized by the Examiner in an 
effort to punish merchants who do 
not give Hearst their advertising 
patronage, were read at yesterday's 
meeting by Secretary A. F. Rosen- 
heim and showed that Chief Build- 
ing Inspector Backus, who has been 
supervisor of the city’s building de- 
partment for many years, opposed 
the action begun by Mr. Mitchell 
and voted against it. Inspector 
Backus’s report to the safety com- 
mittee on the Bullock’s application 
was read to the commission by 
Attorney McFarlane. In this report 
Mr. Backus stated: 

beg say that there is nothing 
from a structural standpoint which 
will prevent the erection of such 
a building or the construction ot 
such a tunnel. The whole matter 
resolves itself into one of policy. 1 
see no real objection to the erection 
of a building across St. Vincent's 
Place, for the reason that it is, at 
the present time, a blind court, hav. 
ing no outiet on the north end.” 

COUNCIL'S ACTION. 

As a4 result of the approval of Mr. 
Backus and of its own study of the 
plana the Safety Committee voted 
to recommend that the permission 
to build be granted. In the Council 
session of Sept. 11, 1918, the late A. 
P. Fleming moved that the report be 
adopted. The motion. which car- 
ried, was seconded by Councilman 
Conaway, who is now joining in the 
Examiner's fight to have the build- 
ing of the connecting unt of Bul- 
lock’s stopped. Mr. Conaway also 
voted at the meeting of September 
22 in favor of passing the ordinance. 
which was done.

SOME KICKS. 

Mr. Sonby, of the Orange County 
Farm Bureau, presented a series of

California Edison but 7 per cent 
when the company’s representatives 
had voluntarily agreed to a reduc- 
tion in rates of 27 per cent. 

The matter was explained with 
complete satisfaction by L. S. Ready, 
assistant chief engineer and head of 
the gas and electric division of the 
commission. He informed the Farm 
Bureau representative that the Rail- 
road Commission, in possession of 
data, from all sections served by the 
electric company, had sought to 
equalize electric rates as they applied 
to all sections of Southern California. 

“While they proposed a reduction 
in your ease, he said, “increases 
ranging as high as 35 per cent, as in 
the case of Los Angeles city, were 
proposed.“ Mr. Ready explained 
further thet while the company pro- 
posed reductions approximating 
$246,000, the Railroad Commission 
ordered reductions totaling’ $700,000. 

When Mr. Sonby learned that the 
rate question was a general problem 
and not one effecting the one locality 
represented by him he appéared 
wholly satisfied with the situation. 
Other complaints of the Orange 
county farmers sharply diminished 
in intensity when further misappre- 
hensions were explained, by experts 
of the commission, explanation in 
each case being supplied through 
data on file in the Kailroad Com-

DANCER FASCINATES AND 
THRILIS AUDIENCE. 


By Edwin Schaliert. 

When all .earth’s stage is set for 
spring there comes upon the scene 
the first golden butterfly. Its wings 
are of the spirit and its heart is 
of the sun, and there are no laws 
of flesh and clay to govern the end- 
leas fantasy of its movement. 

With the sense of such a presence 
did Paviowa impress her audience 
at her first’ appearance last night 
at Philharmonic Auditorium. Across 
the gap of four years which sepa- 
rated her from us she flitted to cap- 
ture once again that enthusiasm 
that she alone has power to evoke. 

Her return to this city will long 
remain a golden letter in the calen- 
dar of artistic events. Not a single 
seat was vacant. The stage boxes 
were filled with PFavlowa's especial 
admirers and with other dancers of 
this city. 

Pavilowa fascinated all. She is 
rich beyond compare in the spiritual 
quality of her work. She never loses 
aught of her power to sustain 
winged elusion. One always feels as 
if her feet did not actually touch the 
stage. She fills her dance with the 


swirling ecstacy of movement, just as 


she touches infinite calm in her mo- 
ments of repose, as when she droops 
in the arm of Volinine. If anything, 
the artistic warmth of her interpre- 
tation is greater than ever. 

I think everyone enjoyed a cresen- 
do thrill éver Volinine’s work. Its 
virility has been enhanced to the 
point that recalls Mordkin. His 
gypsy dance was a flare of red bril- 
liance. His leaps and pirouettes were 
magnificent. 

Another splendidly virile dancer 15 
Stowitts, the youthful Californian, 
who is certain of a future of 
achievement in his art. In the
